Fuel Oil Advance In Price Makes 
Prospect ot Removal 
of Duty. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, March 3.— An influential de 
tation of Canadian manufacturing linns 
which use fuel oil in their furnaces inter- 
viewed the government to-day to ask 
that fuel oil bo placed on the free list, 
The deputation reported that since the 
Standard Oil Co. had throttled the oil 
industry In Canada the price of fuel oil 
had gone up from SO cents a barrel to 
$1.15. As one consequence of the 
change in price, the Massey-Harris Com- 
pany, which employ 2,000 people in their 
works, will have to shut down if relief 
does hot come soon. Sir Wilfrid Lnurier 
said that it would not break his heart to 
remove the duty, but the government 
would have to look into this as n practi- 
cal question and see what could be done. 
What he understood them to want was 
the removal of the duty by order-iu-couu- 
eil, and not to wait until parliament met. 
The matter would at once receive the 
serious consideration of the government. 

The government received advices to- 
day that the Newfoundland authorities 
hud decided to prohibit Canadian vessels 
from trading in bait. The report created 
considerable talk in ministerial circles, 
and enquiries were at once instituted to 
ascertain its accuracy. Should it prove 
to be correct, it would indicate a possible 
rupture of the friendly relations between 
the Dominion and Newfoundland. It is 
well known that in the event of the 
failure of the Washington negotiations, 
Newfoundland will ask permission to 
make an independent arrangement With 
the States. It is said, however, that the 
new regulations will not prohibit Cana- 
dians from obtaining bait for bona fade 
fishery operations. 

Harrison Watson, curator of the Cana- 
dian section of the Imperial Institute, in- 
forms the department of trade that tier- 
man firms are anxious to procure large 
quantities of Canadian salmon salted in 
barrels, to be dried in Germany. British 
Columbia might find a good market in 
Germany, but the prices would not com- 
pensate dealers in salmon on the Atlan- 
tic coast. ,„ 

Sir Charles Tupper returned from 10- 
ronto to-day. Speaking of the movef- 
meut against the somite, he stud Sir \\ il- 
frid Laurier's proposal was a deliberate 
attempt to destroy the very basis. of con- 
federation and the rights guaranteed by 
it to the various provinces. rne meas- 
ure will brand every man who supports 
it as an enemy to the constitution. \\ e 
may as well understand now that the 
great Liberal-Conservative party of Can- 
ada is face to face with a daring attempt 
to break up confederation, and just as 
we fought, and successfully fought the 
battle of British institutions in Ihill 
against the party now in power, so we 
are compelled to take the field in defence 
of that solemn compact ui wmcu 
confederation was accomplished, ami 
upon the maintenance of winch its exist- 
ence depends. The Conservative party 
will fight it to the hitter end .

New York, March 3.— Dun's review of 
Canadian trade says: Canadian de- 
spatches show a general improvement 
and on the whole a very satisfactory con- 
dition of business. At St. John whole- 
sale business is reasonably fair, though 
retail trade is affected by clearance sales, 
but collections are rather better. Orders 
for spring delivery nt Halifax are well 
maintained, and wholesale trade is gener- 
ally steady, with fair prospects, though 
tetail trade is quiet. At Quebec trade is 
fairly good iu all lines, with encouraging 
prospects. Montreal reports that the 
spring millinery openings hnve been well 
attended, and business generally of the 
healthy character heretofore noted, with 
money a shade easier. At Toronto the 
millinery openings were largely attended, 
with satisfactory sales and ;i good de- 
mand for dry goods, groceries and hard- 
ware, and payments are fairly good. 
A slight movement is noticed at Victoria 
in the outfitting trade, though business 
generally is only fair. General trade at 
Vancouver continues slack, but clearings 
show a slight improvement over previous 
weeks, and collections arc up to the aver- 
age.

New York, March 3.— Bradstreet's of 
to-morrow will say: An enlarged volume 
of spring trade, particularly in dry goods 
due to spring weather, special strength 
iu the demand and price for cotton fab- 
rics, tin influence and urgent call at 
soaring prices for iron and steel and all 
their poducts, and substantial advances 
In wages, chiefly affecting the above 
mentioned industries and benefiting at 
conservative calculation 1U,0U0 opera- 
tives, arc among Uie features of the 
week, going to show that the producing 
elements of the country are sharing in 
the present favorable conditions. 1< rom 
many cities East and West come reports 
of an active domaiiu from jobbers for 
spring dry goods. From the cotton 
manufacturing industry of the East come 
reports of activity, inducing manufac- 
turers to grunt, advances to their oper- 
atives. An encouraging feature is the 
small number of strikes for higher wages 
reported, partly owing to advances being 
already conceded as i result of sliding 
scale 'agreements, the only important 
labor troubles being reported in the coal 
mining industry in the Southwest. Ad- 
ditional proof that the export demand 
for our steel manufactures will be check- 
ed by the recent anil pending price ad- 
vances Is not lacking.

Pekin, March 3.— The demand of the 
Italian government upon the government 
of China for ii lease of San Muu buy ns 
a colonization and naval base on the 
nine conditions as those under which 
Germany holds Kiaochou bay, including 
a demand upon the part of Italy for the 
concession of three islands off the coast 
of Chekiang, with the right to construct 
a railroad from San Muu bay to Poyang 
lake, and preferential mining and rail- 
road rights within a sphere of influence 
covering the southern two-thirds of Che- 
kiang province has caused great excite- 
ment here not only among the Chinese 
but also among the diplomats. 

The Chinese are firmly convinced that 
Great Britain is chiefly responsible fer 
the demand and that it was made iu 
order to emphasize British displeasure at 
the turn which the northern railroad 
question has taken. They declare in 
proof of this assertion that Great Bri- 
tain has determined upon a sphere of 
action and the abandonment of the 
"open door" policy. 

The diplomatists openly say that the 
new development is the beginning of a 
policy of partition upon the part of the 
powers. The representative of a great 
power during a conversation is said to 
have suggested thafthe moment had now 
arrived for international control of Chiun, 
and it is added that if the policy of the 
spheres of influence should be really in- 
augurated the United States will be 
expected to have a say in the matter, nitd 
further said that there were indications 
that America would be likely to prefer- 
the province of Chili. 

Home. March I'.— In the chamber of 
deputies to-day Admiral De Canevaro,. 
minister of foreign affairs, replying to a 
question on the subject, confirmed the 
report that the government is taking 
steps at Pekin to secure a lease of Sail 
Mun bay. province of Chekiang, China, 
and has given notice of its intention to 
the other nations interested in China, 
all of whom, the minister said, were 
friendly to the government's project. 

London, March 3.— The London Daily 
Graphic announces that the British min- 
ister to China, Sir Claude Macdonald, 
acting upon Lord Salisbury's instructions, 
has notifioO the Tsungli Yamen that 
Croat Britain will hold China to the 
terms of the contract in the recent rail- 
road loan, and will also support her in 
resisting any aggression intended to force 
her to repudiate her obligations under 
that contract. As the result of this 
British action, according to the Daily 
Graphic, Anglo-Russian negotiations 
have been resumed, with the prospect ol* 
tmicable arrangement.

Steaming Full Speed When She Went. 
Upon the Rock— Passengers Well 
Looked After. 

Glasgow, March a.— The Glasgow Citi- 
zen says that the Labrador had a sum- 
mer-like passage most of the way oyer 
and made good running, but as Bbe 
nenred this side the captain and officers 
were unable to take sights for three days, 
owing to the fog.

well upon a rock and was falling rapidly. 
The ship was rocking with the heavy 
swell, which made the launching of the 
boats difficult. The cooler heads of the 
passengers calmed the women, and the 
crew did their duty with the most praise- 
worthy discipline. When the first boat 
was ready, the women and children were 
lowered into it with ropes. While the 
Other boats were being Idled the Viking 
hove in sight and took on board all of 
the passengers and crew, except those in 
one boat, which made its way to the 
Skerryvore lighthouse. This boat con- 
tained 12 passengers, who remained pris- 
oners at the lighthouse, as the wiiul 
freshened and they were unable to return 
to the ship. The ship had been go'niK 
slowly, but just before the accident the 
captabi signalled the engines to go ahead 
at full speed, believing that the course 
was clear.

Madrid, March 3 — The Queen Regent, 
as the result of her consultations with 
the statesmen, generals and political 
leaders, informed Senor Sagasta that she 
desired to retain the present chamber, 
and she then invited him to reconstruct 
the cabinet. Senor 'Sagasta replied that 
il would be impossible for him to remain 
premier without a dissolution. There- 
upon the Queen Regent referred the same 
request to Senor Montoro Rios, president 
of the senate, who declined for the same 
reason. Finally Senor Silvela, the Con- 
servative leader, accepted the task, aud 
it is expected he will submit a Conserva- 
tive ministry to Her Majesty for ap- 
proval. Newspapers predict that popu- 
lar demonstrations will greet a Conserva- 
tive ministry. 

Senor Silvela has offered the finance 
portfolio to Marquis Villa Verde, the 
ministry of marine to Admiral Lazoga, 
the ministry of justice to Senor Duran, 
and the ministry of public works, agri- 
culture and commerce to Senor Cardenas. 

The cortes will be dissolved, the new 
elections taking place towards the end 
of April and the new chamber of depu- 
ties meeting in May. _

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A WHLL-l'liESERVISD CHINAMAN 

When Vanduni of the Swatow Customs 
confided to Millins and myself, in strict 
confidence, that he bad given notice to 
his landlord in consequence of the house 
next door being tenanted by a Chinaman 
long deceased, we were surprised at his 
weakness.

THE COMING RUPTURE. 

Tim statements made in yesterday's 
Colonist concerning the dissensions in the 
government ranks will probably be de- 
fied by some; members of the government 
party; but they are substantially cor- 
rect. When Mr. Higgins moved the ad- 
journment of the debate on the repudia- 
tion bill, the government was on the 
verge of defeat. Attorney-General Mar- 
tin knew this, but thought the way to 
avoid disaster was to push Lite discus- 
sion through and take a vote without an 
adjournment. There is no room for 
doubt, that, if he had been permitted to 
lave his way, the bill would have beeu 
defeated on the second reading. Mr. 
Uiggins had the bull at his foot and 
might have kicked a goal, but he sent 
it in the wrong direction, thereby miss- 
ing the great opportunity of the session, 
tie can hardly hope to have another such 
chance come to him in his political 
career. Of course we cannot speak au- 
thoritatively as to the reasons why the 
revolting members came into lino, but a. 
well-defined rumor says it was because 
••f the threat of a dissolution. Wo do 
u»t believe that there would have been 
a. dissolution, for the Lieutenant-Gover- 
_or would hardly have gone in the face 
»£ the strong political combination that 
was ready at that time to terminate the 
regime of Mr. Martin. In 110 part of the 
Dominion would the news of Mr. Mar- 
tin's overthrow have beeu heard with 
greater pleasure than at Ottawa. The 
Lieutenant-Governor knows this as well 
as any one. and he would not have grant- 
,\\ him an appeal to the people, after a 
defeat in a newly elected house by so 
large a majority as could have been 
thrown against him on the repudiation 
hill. But a certain occult inlluence is 
known to be "good to his own," and the 
Mephistophelian boss of the government 
escaped by the skin of his teetli and 
VJjrough thi' ill-advised grace of Mr. Ilig- 
gius. Nevertheless the grounds for the 
breach in (he party ranks was not re- 
moved. It has become solidified. If the 
opportunity should occur to-morrow the 
result would he very different. 

No one will be surprised that there ia 
disaffection ia the ranks of those who 
supported the Martin-Semlin combina 
tion. The party is a politicul crazy 
quilt. It is made up of odds and ends of 
all Viuds, a combination of the oldest 
variety of Toryism and the latest brand 
*( I'opulism, with a pronounced coloring 
•of mosshackum and a tinge of what is 
.called the Eastern Canadian sentiment, 
tiie aggregation being dominated by a 
gentleman, who wants to use it in order 
to revenge himself upon the federal 
lenders of the Liberal party, anil who is 
so headstrong ami unreasonable, so hast; 
in jumping to conclusions and so inipati 
ent of correction, that he is known from 
•no end of Canada In the other as a 
political mischief-maker. Thai the gen 
Ilemen who have borne the burden ami 
heat of the day in opposition will lie eon- 
lent 10 cool their heels in (he Attorney 
General 1 !- ante-chamber, while he is mak 
ing op Ins mind what lie will do, is 
hardly reasonable, 



YUK O N MIS M A NAG EM K N T. 

A private letter from Dawson rem 
plains very strongly of the effect of th 
change made in the regulations last year 
as (o the size of Claims. The writer 
points out thai the change was made in 
January, but nothing was heard of it 
until April, and in the meantime many 
locations were made under the old ar- 
rangement* permitting the selection of 
500-foot claims. The validity of such 
filings is now questioned and at the dub 
of the letter, which was some time in th 
latter part ot January, there was much 
•anxiety fell, by the locators as to the re 
suit. Without commenting upon the 
wisdom of the change, which has not 
been much questioned, and is only a 
matter of detail, it certainly seems very 
unfair that Ike altered regulation should 
bilvrj a retroactive effect, which will be 
the case if ils operation begins at the 
dale of its promulgation at Ottawa in 
stead of the time of its proclamation at 
Dawson. The writer of the letter at- 



tributes the proposal to cut the locations ' 
in two to the scheming of a knot of 
officials. We decline to believe that | 
Commissioner Ogilvie will permit any- 
thing of that nature, and fool satisfied 
thnt, so far as he is concerned, the right 
thing will be done. As we have only an 
ex parte statement, we withhold any 
further comment. 

Another matter referred to in the let- 
ter calls for some observations, although 
they are only a repetition of what has 
been said over and over again. The 
writer says that he has not had 
a letter in four months, while his j 
father, to whom the letter is written, I 
says that he has posted him letters at 
intervals of two weeks ever since his' 
son has been absent. It is to be hoped 
that when parliament meets some one will 
endeavor to extract from Mr. Mulock 
some explanation of the utter misman- 
agement of the Yukon mail service. Peo- 
ple are coining and going continually. | 
Letters are being sent north by tin- hun- 
dreds ami apparently a very large pro- 
portion of them never reach their des- 
tination. What becomes of them; Are 
they "yarded" up somewhere en route? 
Has some weary mail carrier made a 
bon tire of them? Are they held by some 
official pending the payment of a fee for 
delivery? It would be impossible to sug- 
gest anything worse than the so-called 
mail accommodation of the Yukon, and 
if Mr. Mulock does not have a had 
quarter of an hour over it before the 
coming session is ended, some one will 
have failed in his duty.

CANADA AND UNITED .STATICS, j 

fhe Canadian Trade Review says lh.it I 
the breaking off of the negotiations he-; 
tween the United States and Canada' 
" will be received with indifference by j 
commercial Canada." It gives the fol- 
lowing reasons for this opinion: 

Now, there has never been a period in] 
the commercial history of Canada when 
it was less necessary lo sue for admis- 
sion to the American market than there 
is to-day. The continued unfriendliness j 
of American tariff legislation has led our 
manufacturers and exporters to look 
more and more in other directions for 
their markets, until we are now practi- 
ly independent of our neighbors ami 
a position to regard the tariff wall 
more in the light of a mistake than of 
a grievance. Besides this, there has al- | 
is existed a feeling that any recipro- 
i- agreement which permitted Ameri- 
, ..a manufacturers to strip us of our logs, 
pulpwood, coal, ores and other sources of 
natural wealth, would be too dearly pur- 
chased bv any such limited concessions 
as the United States would be willing to 
make. Capitalists are commencing to, 
realize that the conjunction of our forest t 
wealth with magnificent water power, 
>usy communication with the seaboard,; 
■heap labor and excellent: shipping facili- j 
,ies, point out Canada as the industrial 
centre of the future in many profitable 
lines of manufacture. In the pulp and 
paper trade it is more and more rccog- 
nized that Canada will soon take the) 
premier place. Hence it is far better fori 
us that the present conditions should 
continue, than that the Americans 
should be permitted to cut down our j 
forests and ship them to the United 
States for manufacture there. We have, 
an ample market for all our surplus till 
Britain, and it is to the advantage of tie' 
country that the outlay ia producing the 
finished article should be made among 
our own people, rather than among 
strangers. Were Canada to impose .an 
export duty 011 pulp-wood as well as 
upon saw-logs. il. would be far more 
beneficial to the country in the long run 

than any "1 cessions" the United States 

would lie willing to offer. 

The Trade Review is in no sense a 
politicul paper, and ils views are there- 
fore the more valuable. They are in 
line with those already expressed in the 
Colonist. So great has been the demand 
for reciprocity, so completely have both 
political parties been committed to the 
principle, that no blame attaches to lie' 
Canadian representatives on the commis- 
sion for endeavoring to secure 11 reason- 
able measure of it. Hut the time has 
come for a new departure. Canada has 
di ne everything that can he done con- 
sistently with national dignity to obtain 
a fair commercial understanding with the 
United States, and we submit that here- 
after the overtures ought to come from 
the southern side of the line. Owing to 
the operation of the wise commercial pol- 
icy introduced by the Conservative party, 
the Dominion is able to view with indif- 
ference the attitude of its neighbors with 
regard to the tariff. Even the most 
ultra free-trader must concede this. lie 
must: admit that, however much free 
trade may be desirable in the abstract, 
such a policy was not possible for Can- 
ada, and that the inauguration of the 
National Policy met a commercial einer- 
gency. Better results might or might 
not have followed from free trade, if 
free trade had been possible: but it wns 
wholly out of the question. It was be- 
cause he recognized this fact, and gave 
Canada a commercial policy which en- 
abled her to develop along independent 
lines thai Sir John Macdonnld is entitled 
to the credit of the condition of indiffer- 
ence lo which the Trade Review refers. 



TAXATION OP MORTGAGES. 

Quebec Moving to Have the Money 
Lenders Contribute to Provincial 
Revenue. 

The problem of the taxation of mort- 
gages is now before the Quebec legisla- 
ture, which either has not heard of or 
sees no virtue in the now British Column 
bin scheme to avoid dual taxation by 
freeing the money lender instead of the 
mortgaged land from taxation. The fol- 
lowing despatch will he road with inter- 
est here: 

"Quebec, February 17. — Tin- taxation 
of mortgages was the chief topic of dis- 
cussion in the legislative assembly to- 
day. Dr. Cotton, the now member for 
Missisquoi, began il, when he moved the 
second reading of the bill, the principle 
of which bus before been advocated in 
the legislature. Many of the farms in 
his district, he said, wore mortgaged, 
and still the farmer had to pay the taxes 
(in the whole value of the real estate, 
which was really owned by the mort- 
gagee. The interest on farm mortgages 
had not been reduced in the same pro- 
portion as in other financial undertak- 
ings. The financial men of Montreal 
asked for a reduction of taxation, and 
he thought the farmers were entitled to 
the same, and that the men who were 
drawing revenues from interest, should 
pay a share of the taxes. He saw by the 
papers I ha I the Sherhrooke board of trade 
had asked their members to oppose the 
bill, 'but he hoped Mr. Panneton would 
not, do this. 

"Hon. II. T. Duffy bore out all that 
bud been said by the member for Mis- 
sisquoi. At, present real estate paid all 
the taxation. Ho considered that move- 
able properly or money should be taxed 
as well. This law had been brought in 
before, but il. supplied lo cir.ies as well, 
ami it hud been pointed out thai there 
were certain objections to its operation 
in cities. Now, the intention of the bill 
was thai il applied to rural districts only. 
He saw no reason for (he board of trade 
at Sherbrooke to oppose the bill. Il 
did not affect their city al all. He conld 
not see why land should bear all the 
taxation. For instance, if a young man 
started out with $500 and bought a farm 
worth $2,000, he must pay interest on 
$1,500 and besides pay the taxes on the 
whole ?2;000. 

"Hon. I,. I'. Pelletic. enquired whether 
this bill would apply lo existing mort- 
gages. 

"Hon. Mr. Duffy thought that in its 
present form il did. but if il was thought 
necessary in committee that portion could 
be changed. The principle of the bill 
was a proper one. The mortgagee should 
pay his share of the taxation. He- would 
oppose the bill il" the mortgager find to 
pay the tax. but it would not be so. If 
lie made a special arrangement with 
the mortgagee that was his own business. 
He was not bound lo do so. He thought 
that as a general rule this would not be 
done."

SIR WILFRID'S GLIB TALK. 

He Was Very Superior About Treaty 
Making in Sir .John Maedonald's 
Day. 

From the Winnipeg Telegram. 

The Canadian commissioners are leav- 
ing Washington without having conclud- 
ed a treaty. The statement that the 
joint high commission is lo meet again 
ia August, is merely so as to lei tin; com- 
missioners down as easily as possible. 
If after six months of negotiation, at a 
time when Anglo-American enthusiasm 
afforded a singularly favorable oppor- 
tunity for negotiation, the commissioners 
could accomplish nothing, what are they 
likely to be able to do in August? When 
Sir John Mncdonnld assisied in negoti- 
ating the Washington treaty in LST1, the 
negotiations took only 11 fraction over 
three months; and the difficulties of ne- 
gotiation were i heii very much greater, 
owing to there being a strong anti-British 
feeling in the States, and the coitsidera 
lion of Canadian matters being coinpli 
eated by the simultaneous negotiation 
1 of vexed Imperial mailers such as th 
i Alabama claims. The contrast shows 
! the difference in the calibre of the nego 
; alors. The failure of Sir Wilfrid Duur 
ier and his colleagues is the more signiti 
cant when his boasts before he cami 
j into power are recalled. That the differ 
euces between Canada and the States re- 
mained unsettled, In 1 used to attribute to 
' the fact that a Conservative government 
was in power. The Conservatives, he 
contended, were hostile anil offensive tc 
the United States, and were not sincere 
in their attempts to obtain a settlement, 
If given power, tie would, by his sunny 
ways, soon secure a settlement, and ob- 
tain reciprocity into the bargain. At 
he stated in bis celebrated Chicago Rec- 
ord interview: 

"Some years ago, when considerable 
friction had beeu created by the North 
Atlantic fishery troubles, I took the op 
portunity to say that the question should 
be adjusted in a friendly maimer, becom 
ing an enlightened and friendly people, 
by the simple process of give ami take, 
and I do not now see why an arrange- 
ment should not be made." 

He announced his intention of throw 
ing all (he matters in dispute into one 
pol, and quickly and finally disposing of 
them. But now he has had the oppor- 
tunity, he has been supplicating at Wash- 
ington for six months and litis settled 
nothing. What is the matter with that 
method of give and lake which h 
I thought so simple? If he has failed, h 
[ lias largely himself to thank for thai 
failure. His whole course as a publii 
man has been lo encourage the Ameri 
can politicians to believe that Canada'i 
contentious were unreasonable, and that 
he was so friendly to the United Slat 
as to be ready to concede anything they 
chose lo ask. The American diplomats 
have, no doubt, met his present al ion of 
Canada's case with his own arguments 
ugainst it; and have insisted on terms 
which Sir Wilfrid Laurier. now be bears 
the responsibility of power, knows lie 
dure not recommend for the acceptance 
of the people of Canada. By his bungling 
tariff changes, he also gave voluntarily 
to I he United States many favors which 
he might have traded off with them for 
counter-concessions. He also tied his 
hands, so far as reciprocity negotiations 
are concerned, by his so-called British 
preferential tariff provisions. Those pro- 
visions secure for Canada no preference 
in the British market : but pre- 
vented Canada from trading with the 
United States. Sir Wilfrid . Laurier 
could not now give the United Stall's 
reciprocity with Canada, without depriv- 
ing Britain of the preference he has giv- 
en her in the Canadian market, ond, 
thereby, completely stultifying himself. 
II has been apparent for some lime lh»* 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier would accomplish 
nothing, and was simply humiliating Can- 
ada by hanging round the American 
capital begging for any old treaty rather 
than come back confessing failure. He 
had far better have come back long ago 
and attended to his ministerial duties at 
Ottawa; instead of taking the extraordi- 
nary course of calling the ministers to 
Now York nnd holding oablnot councils

But Conservatives 
h ive refrained fr m criticizing, him bo 
long ns there was any possibility of his 
securing something, for the patriotic rea- 
son that thev would not imperil negotia- 
tions of national and Imperial import- 
ance to promote party ends. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier has had the fairest possible treat- 
ment from his political opponents in Ibis 
matter; and he cannot say thai, he has 
failed because he has been embarrassed 
bv the course of the opposition. Bilt now 
he has at last returned with wliat is 
practically a confession of failure, it is 
the duty of his opponents to point out 
how an unprecedcntly favorable oppor- 
tunity for negotiating a satisfactory 
treaty has been sacrificed as the result 
of his imprudence and incompetency. 
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THE JAPANESE PROTEST. 

Mr. Shimizu, Japan's able and court.* 
ous consul-general in Canada, states that 
his empire's foreign minister and am- 
bassador to Englaud, will together call 
upon the Imperial authorities to instruct 
the Dominion government to veto our 
province's legislation partially preventive 
of the employment of Japanese upon 
specially favored public and semi-public 
works, ns also upon underground coal 
mining. He naturally anticipates- that 
1 he Imperial government will put the 
greatest pressure upon Canada in the 
matter, and this with success. We,. how- 
ever, expect a very different result from 
the appeal to the Imperial government, 
in view of the recognition by the Empire 
of fnll colonial rights of self-government 
on matters of internal policy— rights rec- 
ognized in particular in South Africa- and' 
in Australia in regard to restrictions up- 
on Oriental immigration. We believe 
that, as both the Imperial and Dominion 
authorities will now have before them 
the well and temperately put views of 
our local government in the matter,. they 
will, it may be with some reluctance not 
unnatural, decline to interfere as Bug 1 
gesred with provincial rights of self- 
government, the assertion of which on 
occasion is nbsolutetly necessary to the 
future welfare of Pacific Canada. -Van- 
couver News-Advert Iser.

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AN EXPERT'S VIEWS. 

A New Brunswicker's Opinion on the 
West Const Ore— The City 
Water. 

"My opinion is that the mines 6jj>fne 
West Coast will compare favorably with 
anything in the province, especially their 
richness in copper, and it is not un- 
likely that considerable gold will he 
found with the copper together with some 
free gold." Such was Mr. William I'". 
Best's expert opinion, as formed from 
samples of ore which have come under 
his analytical tests. He is a chemist and 
assa.ver educated in Germany, wdm has 
recently come from New Brunswick, 
where 'he has lived for fourteen years. 
During part of this time be served in an 
official position, being analyst in mur- 
der cases where poison had been adminis- 
tered. His laboratory on the second 
Hat of the Board of Trade building is 
complete with instruments of the finest 
kind, one of which a Colonist reporter 
looked through being capable of magni- 
fying 1,280 diameters, capable of show- 
ing liO.OOU lines to tile inch. 

Speaking further of the West Coast 
mines Mr. Rest said from specimens that 
have been brought under his observa- 
tion be thinks it is extremely likely that 
antimony and molybdenum will be found 
in considerable quantities on the coast, as 
also mien and asbestos. These metals 
are very valuable, especially where the 
shipping facilities are as easy as they 
are on the West Coast. 

Since establishing here Mr. Best has 
examined a sample of mineral water 
from up the coast, which he was much 
impressed with, and believes that some 
day it will be utilized for medicinal pur- 
poses. 

Another sample of water that he anal- 
yzed came from Beaver lake, the city 
water supply, which he found to bo full 
of life but containing no disease germs. 
In course of conversation Mr. Best re- 
marked that it was bis opinion that the 
city water should be examined occasion- 
ally for objectionable matter is apt. to 
find its way into it at. any time. This 
rule, be staled, is followed in most other 
cities.

Blaine, March 2.— Blaine is to enjoy 
her full share of the prosperity that is 
already beginning to spread itself over 
the entire Northwest.

If the 
plan succeeds, the humpback product will 
be a considerable item to he added to the 
already enormous output of the lower 
Sound' fisheries.

Modern Patented Devices Which Were 
in Use :?,()r)(l Years Ago. 



Washington, Feb. 13.— The Smithsonian 
institution is going to send to tbe Paris ex- 
position a very remarkable collection of an- 
cient inventions. Some of them, Indeed, 
will be prehistoric. 

Of course, man was always an inventor. 
From the time or his llrsl beginning as a 
species he discovered things and applied as- 
certained principles to its uses. Think what 
a genius was he who I-- '•• d the first bow 
and arrow! Not a Franklin, nor ye[ an I'd- 
Ison, was so grenl a benefactor to the hu- 
man race as the person win. Invented the 
wheel. 

Such matters as these, however, are not 
Illustrated by lh>> - " "on referred i". 
wlUch will be made up exclusively of an- 
cient inventions that are commonly sup- 
posed to be very modem. Take tor example, 
the safety-pin. It was la common use in 
ancient Home. Nay, it was a familiar arti- 
cle of domestic usefulness In Italy long he 
fore Rome obtained her glory. Safely pins, 
similar In all respects to those now em- 
ployed, have been obtained in quantities 
from the tombs of the Etruscans, whose 
civilization long antedated that of the king- 
dom founded by Romulus and Remus. They 
were of bronze, and utilized the familiar 
principle of coiled spring and catch. 

It seems odd to discover that some of 
these old-time safety-pins took the form of 
ornaments. Occasionally they were quite 
large affairs, 10 Inches or so in length ond 
hollow, ns if designed to he attached to the 
gown In front and possibly to contain some- 
thing or other. That Is to say. the objects of tiny 
assumed the shape of a vessel of bronze, 
much elongated, which was fastened to tile 
dress by the pin and catch. In this connec- 
tion it Is worth mentioning that ornamental 
safety-pins have recently come Into fash- 
ion, being made of gold and adorned with

These lust 
had no tops like modern thimbles, but were 
provided nevertheless with the same sort 
of Indentations to catch the head of the 
needle. 

There are razors ulso of bronze, which 
may have been well enough In their an,, 
though It must have been pretty hard worn 
to shave with them. Their shape was very 
different from the modern, being that of a 
crescent, with a small handle. Among the 
most plentiful of the objects got from the 
Etruscan tombs are great pins with big 
round beads, which In shape are exactly 
like the modern hatpins. Indeed, there can 
he no question that the hatpin of to-day is 
derived from this origin. It Is popularly 
imagined that the button with a perforated 
shank Is a comparatively new Invention, 
hut it Is not so at all. ns Is proved by the 
fact that bronzo buttons of similar make 
were In use fully '-I.. r '<K> years ago, and prob- 
ably much more anciently. The collar-stud 
Is equally old. The nnclenl Etruscans and 
Romans "used hairpins, but the latter were 
single wires of bronze, the notion of dnub- 
| ling and bending them being unthought of 
In those days. 

it is certain that the Romans learned a 
gtcnt many things from the more ancient 
Etruscans. The hitter composed twelve 
tribes, which were overcome seriatim by 
the Romans. They taught tbe Romans, It 
Is said the principle of the arch, as well as 
a great many other things. And in their day 
they must have been very civilized people 
indeed, judging from the remains which 
they have left behind. They painted most 
beautiful vases, numbers of which are pre- 
served In various museums, and are regard- 
ed with the utmost admiration to-day. Ap- 
parently they had passed tin' apogee of 
their civilization before the Romans came, 
and al the time of the arrival " ■• Ro- 
mans to power had become so far decadent 
as to be easily conquered. From the mod- 
ern point of view, they have a right to he 
considered extremely interesting, Inasmuch 
as their era represented the dawn of mod- 
ern enlightenment and of modern history. 

It seems quite surprising that the ancient 
Romans did not acquire the art of printing 
with movable types. Inasmuch ns they came 
so very near to it. They had wooden 
blocks carved with, words !n reverse, by 
hloh they stamped thus.- words 
while the hit I er was as yet un- 
baked and -oft. Incidentally. It may he 
mentioned jV.mt they knew the modern 
method of Sfndlng broken pots by means 
of rivets, and many pieces of pottery thus 
restored have been dug up. In ancient 
Rome there was one daily newspaper, which 
was writ Ion cntlrr.lv >••- hand. Further- 
more, the Roman senate hail a publication 
which corresponded to. the Congressional 
Record, being a report of the dally proceed- 
ings of that Important legislative body. It 
likewise was written by hand. Speaking of 
baked (day. one mlehl mention the fact 
that the little boys of Rome 2,000 years and 
more ago were accustomed to play knuckle- 
down wltli marbles of that material, just 
as children do now. 

One of the most surprising thing; Is to \ 
learn that tbe Romans of old knew how to 
do plating with metals. This is proved by 
the fact that many heads plated with gold 
have been unearthed. They utilized quite 
a variety of surgical and even dental In- 
struments, and there seems to he no doubt 
that they made false teeth, though they 
had no conception of anything approaching 
the modem porcelain teeth and mouth- 
plntes of celluloid. Even the Etruscans 

made artificial baits, In tie. slnq f little 

copper fishes, highly polished. The 
(Ishhooks ever known to be made of gold 
have been obtained from Indian mounds In 
Georgia— a point of interest in this connec 
Hon. 

Modern jewellers have been accustomed 
to rely to a large extent upon the ideas of 
ancient artificers In Ibis line. Indeed, mini] 
of the most popular designs in jewellry to 
day are derived from a very' remote anthpii 
ty, as, for example, the bracelet made in 
the shape of a colled serpent. At the Mel 
ropolltan Museum of Art In New York City 
there Is a great collection of ancient Jew 
ellry. much of It in gold richly ndorneil with 

precious stones. Jewellers in the tropo- 

Us frequently visit the museum for the pur 
pose of obtaining suggestions. This collec- 
tion at the Metropolitan museum is la fail 
the finest assemblage of antique obtects ot 
personal ornaments in existence. Some of 
them date as far back ns DOO II.''. Tims, 
of them which are made «■» -"''it have been 
practically destroyed by oxidation, hut Hi.' 
L-ohl ones, being cleaned, are as bright and 
new-looking as they were 2,f>0(> in- U.lxn 
years ago. The jewellry from Cyprus Is the 
work of ancient Phoenicians and Creeks.

The very 
fact that they are of bronze Is a proof of 
their great antiquity, referring them to a 
prehistoric epoch. All of European history 
belongs to the post -bronze, or Iron, age. 

Other curios from the ancient Etruscan 
tombs are strainers, holies, spoons and 
knives of bronze. There Is a tine-tooth 
comb of Ivory, In shape precisely like the 
fine-tooth comb of to-day. Not less Inter- 
esting are bronze mirrors, which bad the 
same slinpe as the modern t""-> wl"' 
a handle. Of course. I hey have long lost 
the polish which made them scrvicnblo, 
tint one is able to distinguish the figures of 
human beings and nnlmnls etched on their 
backs. 

Such articles of bronze, as well ns dag- 
gers and other weapons and utensils, were 
east when practicable In molds that were 
carved out of hard stone, a pnlr of stones 
being required to produce the object, which 
wag afterward polished and othewlsc elnb 
orated, The collection described Is rich In 
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iirnws All the Ultimo on the Stomnoh-

A BY-LAW. 

For Making Provision for the Construction 
of Permanent Sidewalks In the Business 
Portions of the CIV. 

WHEREAS It Is expedient that perma- 
nent sidewalks should be laid in the busi- 
ness portions of the City. 

Therefore, the Munlclpel Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, enacts 
ns follows: 

1. The Council may, by resolution, de 
termlnc from time to time to construct 
and lay permanent sidewalks of concrete, 
brick or such other material as may be 
approved by the Council, with granite 
or concrete curbs, upon any streets or 
street, or portion of a street within the 
limits hereinafter mentioned, and not al- 
ready having any permanent sidewalk, and 
may specify what sidewalks It is desirable 
to have so constructed, and whether such 
work or any portion of it shall be done 
by day labor or by Contract, ami if there 
shall be a concrete curb In front of the 
street or portion of a struct where .such 
sidewalk is Intended to he constructed, the 
Council may direct that such curb may 
form part of such sidewalk In place of a 
granite curb. 

2. On the passage of every such resolu- 
tion, and after It shall have been entered 
In the minutes of the Council, a copy there- 
of shall he transmitted by the Clerk to 
the City Engineer. 

S. On the receipt by tin- City Engineer 
of a copy of such resolution, it shall be 
bis duty to proceed at once to make? an 
estimate of the expense or post of such 
sidewalk, and to ascertain and determine 
what real property abuts upon the street 
or portion of a si reel where such side- 
walk Is to b instructed, and will front 

on such Intended sidewalk anil be Immedi- 
ately benefited by the proposed Improve- 
ment, and tlio City Engineer shall ascertain 
and determine the cost of such .sl.li 
per fool frontage, ami the proportion in 
which according to such frontage th 
sessnicnr Is to be made on ( |, ( . various 
portions of the real properly so benefited, 
and shall make a report of all sucu , nllt ! 
ters to the Council, ami shall therein state 
what real properly will he immediately 
benefited by the proposed Improvement, 
nnd "" es'linate of the probable cost per 
foot frontage of the proposed Improve- 
ments, and the amount thereof which 
should he assessed against the property 
Immediately benefited. 

4, The owner or owners of the real prop- 
erty mentioned In any such report abutting 
upon the side of the street or portion 
of the street where such sidewalk Is In- 
tended to be constructed, and which real 
property will front on the said intended 
sidewalk are hereby assessed from the 
date of the adoption by the Council of 
such report, with n special rate equal to 
two-thirds of tbe expense, cost and charges 
of constructing such sidewalk, as ascertain- 
ed by the said report and according to 
tin- frontage of such real property respec- 
tively, upon such sidewalk, and the other 
Olie-tlllrd of such expense, cost and 
charges, together with the whole of the 
cost In respect to st reel corners, shall be 
assumed by the Council as the Corpora- 
tion's share of the cost of such side- 
walk.

A few years ago the House 
of Commons extended the Dominion fran- 
chise to certain Indians In Canada, yet 
nothing was said about the constitution 
of Canada being violated, nor thnt such a 
change was a revolutionary one, nor were 
even the electors asked to decide the ques- 
tion. Put possibly It may be thought by 
some that the Indian Is better prepared 
to receive tills boon than the mothers, wives 
and daughters of the men of British Co- 
lumbia. The untutored mind of the In- 
dian Is able to grasp the political questions 
of the dnv better tha the women of this 
province, and bin masculine understanding 
will enable him to know how to use his 
franchise. Your assert that the women do 
not wish to vote, and when confronted 
with a petition from 25, 01*1 women asking 
for tills privilege you ridicule It. 

Now, sir. kindly suggest some method 
by which the women can show their wish 
upon, this matter. We plead guilty to 
Imitating the ••male voter" when wo peti- 
tioned our legislators, because we under- 
stood It was the only way we could ap- 
proach that august body. Wo would hall 
with delight a plebiscite by which we 
could say whether we wanted the power 
to vote. ' It Is just what we are desiring. 
In reidv to the statement made by Elector, 
permit 'me to sav as one of the ladles spe- 
clallv Interested In the passage of the 
measure referred to. that I defy the writer 
to prove thai, any "lobbying, button-holelng 
and whispering went on In the corridors 
of the parliament buildings for many days 
and nights before the vote was taken 
by nnv of the ladles who were appointed 
to watch the hill on behalf of the 'Jo.000 
women who petitioned for tin- measure. 
It was not necessary to "prowl about the 
lobbies and galleries to Importune members' 
to support the bill, for those who voted for 
it did so because they had given thought 
to the question and believed that the women 
of Prltlsh Columbia were sufficiently intel- 
ligent to exercise the franchise. Elector 
insinuates that politics are too pointed for 
women to touch, and that she would be 
contaminated by voting.

A woman dropping n letter In 
the post office is made more public and Is 
as fully indelicate as in dropping her vote. 
Again, it .s said that woman lose the charm 
and delicacy of their sex by mingling In 
public affairs. No. no: you do not bcllevi 
It who say It, or you say It without think 
Ing. A great many women, having recelvei! 
the gift of song, sin^ In public; and no 
man ever thought of raising tills objection 
In regard to them. Who ever thought of 
raising it in regard to Jenny PlndV 11 was 
taken lor granted than shoo Coil had given 
her such soul' power, il was her duty not 
to silence It but to use it for the good of 
the greatest number. Is li right to sing 
and wrong 10 sp"nk In public? Is it dell 
onto for Jenny I.lnil to confront live thous- 
and people standing alone upon a platform, 
and Indelicate upon her husband's nnn to 
go forth to the duty of suffrage. To-day the 
proudest throne on the globe Is honored 
by n woman. No person is shocked that 
she Is at the head of the Umpire. Every 
reason urged against a larger liberty for 
woman Is illustriously confronted by the 
dignity, purity and womanly propriety with 
which Victoria stands before her Empire 
and the world.

WEST COAST MINKS. 

Scattleite Tells of the Properties on 
Cluyoauot Sound. 

Secretary Frank Olson, of the Board of 
Public Works, returned yesterday from 
a trip to Clayoquot Sound, where he is 
interested iu several mining groups, says 
the Scuttle Post-Intelligencer. He was 
accompanied by V . R. Pierson and 
H. G. Stoltmg. Speaking of this little 
kuowbt district Mr. Oleson said yester- 
day: 

"Clayoquot Sound bids fair to become 
the richest mining district on the west 
side of Vancouver Island. It is 11 num- 
ber of small Hvers and inlets ramifying 
Into one, and the wild, rugged country 
about is strongly mineralized. There is 
u preponderance of copper, gold and iron 
the proportion of silver being small. 
The first discovery was made about three 
years ago. 

"There are two trading stores on the 
Sound and u small Indian village of the 
Clayoutiot tribe. The while settlers and 
miners number about 200. On the dozen 
or more groups of mines assessments 
work bus been steadily kept up. Ou the 
Seattle group, on Boar River, consider- 
able work has been done. Several mines 
have been shipping ore during last year. 
It. is sent mostly to Victoria, though 
sometimes il goes to Everett, or Tueomu. 
Such ore as goes to Victoria is taken by 
the agent of the Swansea Company "f 
Wales, who ships it around the Horn In 
crude form to Swansea. He only handles 
ore running over 13 per cent copper, thai 
from Clayociuot runs for the most be- 
tween S and 30 per cent.

RUSSIANS AT PORT ARTHUR. 

Thirty-Six Thousand Soldiers to Be Mo>- 
ilized at the New Post. 

The news printed to the effect, that 
Uiissia is hurrying troops into Port Ar- 
thur is significant of pending events in 
the Orient. 

Russia already had 15,000 men at Port 
Arthur and 8,000 at Tulieiiwnn, besides 
a garrison ot several thousand at Now- 
Chwang. . 

Now comes the announcement of the 
arrival at Port Arthur of !),000 troops, 
with 25,000 more on the way. 

When this military movement is com- 
plete Russia will have at Port Arthur 
nearly 00,000 veteran troops. 

In addition Russia hits mobilized n 
fleet of 1!) warships at Port. Arthur, car- 
rying ti,'J2i) men and 400 heavy guns. 
This fleet consists of 1 battleship, 7 pro- 
tected cruisers and 11 smaller cruisers, 
gunboats and a transport. 

This is a tremendous military and na- 
val force under the circumstances. If it 
means any thing it means nothing less 
than preparation for the occupation of 
Pekin by the European powers, with the 
certainty Itussiu is not to have the small- 
est voice in the control of affairs under 
the new regime. 

On Nov. 10, 1898, it was announced 
seinfc-otllciully at St. Petersburg, Russia 
had concluded another secret treaty with 
China, by the terms of which the Chinese 
government agreed to employ Russian 
troops alone for the defense of the Chi 
ncse coast. Under the terms of this treaty 
the Russian commander-in-chief ut Port 
Arthur is to send troops into any part of 
China at any time upon the request <>f 
the Dowager Empress. 

As far us reported China has made no 
similar agreement with any of the other 
European powers interested In the Ori- 
ent. 

If Russia has engaged to supply troops 
for the defense of China the present niilu 
tary activity at Port Arthur is evidence 
that the time is rapidly approaching when 
the troops will bo needed. 

Any attempt bv Russia 10 maintain ex- 
clusive privileges under the secret, treaty 
made in .November will open up an en- 
tirely new question. Il will he then thai 
Grent Britain. Germany and Japan must 
decide whether their own spheres of in- 
fluence shall be protected by armed in- 
terference or whether China shall be I 
completely Russianized to the exclusion 
of all Turope.
